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FOREWORD 


This  series  of  programs  has  been  prepared  especially  for 
those  who  want  to  make  themselves  very  well  acquainted 
with  the  work  of  our  own  Woman’s  Board  of  Missions. 

Enough  material  for  all  the  plans  suggested  here  can  be 
found  in  the  book  called  ‘Dur  World-Wide  Work,”  published 
by  the  Woman’s  Board  of  Missions,  price  25  cents,  postage  6 
cents  extra.  It  would  add  much  to  the  interest  of  these  meetings, 
however,  if  further  information  were  sought  in  the  various  leaflets 
published  by  the  Board,  and  also  in  the  back  numbers  of  Life 
and  Light.  The  programs  have  been  planned  to  cover  the  whole 
work  of  the  Board,  but  if  in  some  cases  they  are  too  long  for  one 
meeting,  selections  from  the  program  can  be  made,  and  the  rest 
of  the  information  given  by  means  of  carefully  prepared  charts. 
These  charts  should  contain  lists  of  the  missionaries  in  each 
station,  the  cost  of  the  mission  and  other  miscellaneous  informa¬ 
tion. 

The  statistics  given  in  these  outlines  are  based  on  the  very 
latest  reports,  some  of  them  having  been  received  since  the 
publication  of  “Our  World-Wide  Work.”  It  should  be  noted 
that  items  of  expense  as  stated  here,  represent  only  the  appro¬ 
priations  of  the  Woman’s  Board  of  Missions.  In  many  stations 
the  work  is  shared  by  the  American  Board.  The  amount  is 
often  supplemented  by  government  grants  and  in  almost  every 
case  by  payments  received  from  native  sources. 

It  would  help  to  make  the  meetings  interesting,  as  well  as 
to  make  the  names  of  some  of  our  missionaries  more  familiar, 
if  frequent  impersonations  were  given,  and  for  that  reason,  it  is 
here  suggested  that  various  subjects  be  presented  by  some  one 
representing  the  missionary  named.  The  one  who  impersonates 
a  missionary  should  be  seated  near  the  leader  of  the  meeting  and 
should  be  introduced  by  her  missionary  name.  She  should  be 
addressed  by  that  name  also,  in  the  social  half-hour  which  ought 
to  follow  each  missionary  meeting. 


The  numbers  after  each  topic  refer  to  the  pages  in  “Our 
World-Wide  Work”  from  which  information  may  be  gathered 
and  condensed,  the  most  interesting  things  being  told  by  the 
impersonator  in  the  first  person,  as  if  drawn  from  her  own 
experience. 

Sometimes  it  may  be  possible  to  vary  the  program  by  having 
information  given  by  some  one  in  costume,  impersonating  a 
Bible  woman,  or  a  school  girl  or  native  helper  in  the  mission. 
Pictures  of  many  of  our  missionaries,  which  can  be  obtained 
from  the  Woman’s  Board  or  cut  from  the  back  numbers  of  Life 
and  Light,  may  be  used  at  each  meeting. 

Costumes  for  some  of  the  countries  are  easily  made  from 
cheese-cloth  or  crepe  paper  and  can  be  copied  from  pictures. 
A  pleasing  effect  may  be  obtained  by  decorating  the  rooms  with 
flags  of  the  country  studied,  which  may  be  made  from  paper  and 
colored. 

Be  sure  to  have  at  least  one  chart  prepared  for  each  meeting 
to  give  additional  information  through  the  eyes  of  the  listeners. 
Maps  should  also  be  used  constantly,  and  these  may  be  obtained 
from  the  American  Board.
